that W.M.Peury, and no other, was the 


proprietor and publisher of that sheet, it carries the idea that 
he was the one financially interested in the business, 
and 
re- 


sponsible for what was published therein. 
And when Penry 


sen, became city trustee and the Dispatch 
was 
awarded 
the 


contract for the city printing, the maintenance 
of this declara- 


tion ofhis being the publisher and proprietor of the Dispatch, 
became a standing invitation for any citizen and 
taxpayer 
to 


enjoin the payment of money 
for printing 
under 
the pro- 


vision which prohibits a city official from being interested, 
directly or indirectly, in any contract with the city. 
We can 


conceive of no good motive in this apparently

A study 
of the ice seemed to Indicate that wo 
had passed beyond the zone of ice 
crushed by the influence of land pres­ 
sure. Behind were great hummocks 
and small ice: ahead was a cheerful 
expanse of larger floes. Using the ac­ 
cumulated vigor of man and beast, we 
had advanced a degree of latitude In 
three days. Our destination was about 
4(50 miles beyond. 
But our life had assumed quite an­ 
other aspect. 
Previously we permit­ 
ted ourselves some luxuries. A pound 
of coal oil and a good deal of musk ox 
tallow were burned enclt day to heat 
the igloo and to cook abundant food. 
Extra meals w ere served when an oc­ 
casion called for it. and each man a'e 
and drank all he desired, if the stock­ 
ings or the m ittens were wet there 
was fire enough to dry them out. But 
all of this m ust now be chauged. 
There was a short daily allowance 
of food and fuel—one pound of penmii- 
ean per day for the dogs, about the 
same for the men. witli just a taste of 
other things. 
Fortunately, we were 
well stuffed for the race with fresh 
meat in the lucky run through game 
lands. 
Al first no great hardship followed 
the chunged routine. We filled up suf­ 
ficiently on tw o cold meals and u s -d 
superfluous bodily tissue. It was no 
longer possible to jump on the sled 
for au occasional breathing spell. n 3 
we hud done along the land. 
W ith 
overloaded sleds the drivers must push 
and pull at the sleds to ni l (he dogs, 
and 1 searched the troubled ice for an 
easy route, cutting here and there with, 
the lee ax to penult the passing of the 
sleds. 
Stripped For the Race. 
We are linally stripped for the race. 
Man niul dog m ust walk along togeth­ 
er through storm s and frost for that 
elusive pivot. 
Success or failure de­ 
pended mostly upon our ability to 
transport nourishm ent and to keep up 
the muscular strength for a prolonged 
period. 
As we awoke on the following m orn­ 
ing and peeped out of the eye port the

bowlder of poiuinican we crept out of 
the bags. 
The shivering legs were 
pushed through bearskin cylinders, 
which served as trousers; I he feet were 
worked inlo frozen hoots, and then we 
climbed into fur coats, kicked the front 
out of the snow house and danced 
about to start the tires of the heart. 
Quickly I lie camp furnishings were 
tossed on the sleds aud securely lash­ 
ed down. The dog traces were gath­ 
ered into the drag lines, aud with a 
vigorous snap of the long whip the 
willing creatures bent to the shoulder 
straps. The sleds gronued. and the un­ 
yielding snows gave a metallic ring, 
but the train moved witli a cheerful 
pace. 
“TJnne lioona terronga dosangwab” 
(good land out of sight today» we said 
to one another, but the words did not 
come with serious Intent. 
In truth, 
eacli in his own way felt keeuly that 
we were leaving a world of life and 
possible comfort for one of torment 
and suffering. Heiberg island was al­ 
ready only a dull blue haze, while 
Graut Land was m aking fantastic fig­ 
ures of its peaks and ice walls. 
Wave of Mirages. 
The stamp of reality had given place 
to a wave of curious mirages. Some 
peaks seemed like active volcanoes; 
others rose to exaggerated heights and 
pierced the changing skies with multi­ 
ple spires like church steeples. Alto­ 
gether this unexpected panorama of 
the upper surface of G rant Land under 
the influence of optical illusions gave 
us considerable entertainment. 
At every breathing spell the heads 
turned to the land, and every look gave 
a new prospect. From belching volca­ 
noes to smoking cities of modern bus-! 
tie the mirage gave suggestive bits of I 
sceues. hut a more desolate line of 
coast could not he imagined. 
| 
Low wind swept and iee polished 
mountains were separated by valleys 
tilled with great depths of snow and 
ice. This interior accumulation moved 
slowly to the sea. where it formed a 
low ice fall, a glacier of the maluspina 
type, hut its appearance was more like 
that of heavy sea ice; hence the name 
of the fragments from this glacier, floe 
berg, which, seen in Lincoln sea and re-

Awakened 
about an hour later by a strong wind, 
we hastened to seek shelter.

I.lues of snowy 
vapor were rushing over the pack, 
and the wind came wlllt n rapidly in­ 
creasing force. 
But the dotne was erected Iiefore we 
suffered severely from the blast, and 
under It we crept out of the coining 
storms Into warm furs. 
It blew fiercely that night, but In the 
morning (lie storm eased to a steady 
drnft. with a temperature of 59 de­ 
grees below. At noon we emerged. 
The snow grays had been swept from 
the frigid dome, but lo the north there 
remained n low Idnek line over a 
pearly cloud which gave us tnilob un­ 
easiness. 
It was a narrow belt of 
w ater sk.v and Indicated open waler or 
very thin Ice at no great distance. 
The upper surface of G rant Land 
was a mere line, lint a play of land 
clouds over it fixed the eyes on the 
last known rocks of sofid earth. In 
this march we felt keenly the piercing 
cold of the polar sen. The temperature 
gradually rose to 4(1 below In the after­ 
noon. but the chill of the shadows In­ 
creased with the swing o f the sun’s 
glitter. 
A Life Sapping W ind. 
It. still blew Hint light, life sapping 
draft which scaled the eyes nnvf bleach­ 
ed the nose. We find hoped that this 
worrfd soften with the mlddlry sun. 
but Instead ft cnmo with a sharper 
edge. Our course was slightly west 
of north; the wind was slightly north 
of west. It struck us at a palnfttl ¡in­ 
gle and brought tears. The moistened 
lashes quickly froze together In wink­ 
ing. and we were forced to bait fre­ 
quently to unseal the eyes w ith fbe 
w arm th of the uncovered hnndt 
In 
the meantime wc found the nose- lip­ 
ped w ith a white skin, and It alSe re­ 
quired nursing. The entire face' was 
surrounded with ice. 
This experience brought w arm U»n- 
guage. bnt there was no redress. If 
we aimed to succeed the face must 
be bared to the cut of the elements. 
At a boot 6 o’clock, as the sun crossed 
the west, we had reached a line' of 
high pressure ridges. Beyond the' lee 
was cut into smaller floes and thrown 
together Into ugly irregularities. An 
active pack and troubled seas eowld 
not be far away, according to our sur­ 
mises. The water sky widened. b»t 
became less sharply defined. 
W e managed to pick a w ay among 
hummocks and pressure lines which 
seemed impossible from a distance.

In 
some places merchants chew the leaves 
two or th ree times a day, the hab it be­ 
ing fairly comparable to the use

dwarf shoots, shrubs and small 
tr e e s ,— 
the dwarf plants being not more than 
16 
inches tall and yielding the most tender, 
popular and high-priced leaves. 
1 Increased activity

found by S ir Oliver Lodge to have a 
probable lim ited influence on 
rainfall.

Ear-strain, producing greatly ipipaired 
hearing, is found by Dr. Albert Barnes,

to be very prevalent, and 
to be chiefly due to city noise, 
w hich 
irritates the ear much as dazzling light 
affects the eye. 
The acuteness of hear­ 
ing may be lessened for years w ithout 
giving se rio u s trouble. 
Nervous women 
and people from the country suffer most 
from ear-strain, and shoppers often get a 
distressing headache and a feeling of 
uneasiness and irritability that m ay last 
for days. 
Even the healthy ear 
is not 
whollv 
proof 
against 
noise, 
boiler­

machinery eventually becoming partially 
deaf. 
A fter a time the sufferer from 
ear-strain notices a ringing in the 
ears, 
and this is particularly distressing, 
e s­ 
pecially at night and when the person is 
tired. 
D iseased tonsils 
or 
adenoids 
neglected in childhood may lead to ear- 
strain. 
Snuffing salt water m edicated 
fluid up the nose may have effect, 
and 
changeable weather and mental 
strain 
arc contributing causes. 
B ringing nose 
and throat to a healthy condition 
is a 
step toward relief, 
but rest is 
most 
needed, and this is best obtained 
by a 
few days of recuperation in the country. 
Music a fte r the day’s work often soothes 
tired ears.

convenience, out on one staled day in 
th e year. 
Should he fail In this ob­ 
serv an ce he was lined, a n d lie was also 
fined if be purchased n sm aller quan­ 
tity than the law prescribed. 
H is hardships did 
not stop even 
there. On making liis a n im al purchase 
lie had to slate the different purposes 
fo r which lie Intended to use the salt 
d u rin g '.lie ensuing year, and in the 
ev en t of his being discovered sailing 
his soup instead of his pork according 
t o his statem ent or liis pork instead of 
his soup on I lie day lie had named lie 
w a s also liable to n fine. His kitchen 
w a s never secure from tho intrusion of 
th e inspecting officer, n n d woe to the 
housew ife who w as d etec ted in any 
p e tty infraction of this law.

m inutes, have it p u rely a language reci­ 
tation. 
Language m e a n s the mastery of 
the vernacular.

of the teacher. 
T h e a im of all reading 
is to get others to

vou may expect 
better results. 
A g re a t drawback is that 
we are inclined to h u rry over pages. W e 
th in k of quantity r a th e r 
than 
quality. 
A result to be o b tain e d in reading is to 
extract thought from 
th e printed 
page, 
that is to grasp th e 
m essage that the 
author w ished to convey. 
The motto to 
keep coninually in m in d 
is, 
“ G et the 
thought, hold the th o u g h t and give the 
thought. 
Begin c o n s ta n t use of 
the 
dictionary in the 5th G rade, but u se it 
occassionally before.
